This mixture is sufficient for 30 sheep 
and can be fed with ground feed once 
of twice a week. In case the symp¬ 
toms are already manifested, it should 
be fed once a day for f.vo or three 
weeks. In giving this remedy in this 
feed the necessary precautions should 
be taken or each animal may not get 
the proper dose.”
